This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the

Enclosed with this letter we are providing 70 pages of non-privileged material identified 
in response to your request. We are withholding 329 pages in accordance with subsection (b)(5) 
of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. 552, which exempts from disclosure "inter-agency or intra-agency 
memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than an agency 
in litigation with the agency." Specifically, the withheld materials constitute communications 
that are protected by the deliberative process and attorney-client privileges. 

This completes the Department's response to your above-referenced FOIA request. 
Should you choose to appeal this response, you must do so within 35 days from the date of this 
letter. Your appeal must be in writing, must be signed by you, and should contain the rationale 
for the appeal.
